Are We a Nation of Fools? 


Most Americans, undoubtedly, are stilf good Americans, 
who put the welfare of their country ahead of selfish ad- 
vantage. But there are conditions now existing in this na- 
tion which are an affront to every right-thinking citizen. 
There are conditions which make friendly and enemy pow- 
ers alike wonder whether we are a nation or fools. 

There are thousands of fine American youths in army 
training camps, giving a year, or possibly two or three 
years, to their country’s service for dollar-a-day wages. 


There are tens of millions of American taxpayers giving un- 
til it hurts to pay for American defense. And yet this coun- 
try still puts up with strikes and walkouts in vital defense 
industries, just as France did before her Gethsemane. 
There are cheap jurisdictional quarrels between unions, 
tying up production at a time when lack of production may 
jeopardize the safety of our nation. There are strikes in 
aluminum plants, when the government is rationing omr lim- 
ited supply of that metal to protect defense industries. There 
is a strike in a Bethlehem steel plant which is making ar- 
tillery parts and ammunition. There are strikes in airplane 
companies, admittedly provoked by agents of foreign gov- 
ernments—and yet we do nothing. There’s the Allis Chal- 
mers strike, choking off the manufacture of powder and the 
building of destroyers. There’s the Universal Cyclops strike, 
stopping the production of fuses. And when these strikes 
have been settled, new strikes will have been called. Yet 


America does nothing! : ; j 
We don’t need laws to cope with that situation. We 


simply need an articulate, outraged public opinion. We just 
need an expression of what the average man is thinking— 
a swelling chorus of public indignation against any and 
every person who lets personal greed and selfishness, or 
blindness to his country’s need, stand in the way of our na- 
tional welfare—California Feature Service.

Dy Bradford Whitney, Nov. 19, 1899 

(What he thought of the first automobile in Madison, Wis., 
as a lad of 13 years is revealed by A. Bradford Whitney, prom- 
inent citrus grower.- An essay discussing that first motor car 
was recently discovered by the Uplander among his cherished 
‘possessions. He wrote it as part of his seventh grade English 
| class work on Noy. 10, 1899.) 

Following is the essay: 

“The first automobile owned by a resident of Madison was 
first seen last Friday evening gliding along swiftly and smooth- 
ly down Langdon street. Although there has been one or two 
oo in Madison before, this is the first Madison auto- 
| 





mobile. 

‘It is owned by Prof. Wood of the University of Wiscon- 
sin, the man who invented:a means of thawing out water 
pipes last winter. It is a one-seated carriage and has a gaso- 
line vapot engine. This engine runs two piston rods and runs 
a:small wheel which has a belt from it to a small wheel on the 
back axle. This machinery runs the vehicle. 

‘It is steered by a handle bar connected with the front 
pair of wheels. It is able to move backwards and forwards 
and is managed by little levers on the side of the vehicle. One 
drawback to the appearance of it is the steam which escapes 
out behind. 

‘Its highest speed is supposed to be 40 miles an hour, which 


is the rate of average passenger trains. 

‘‘About every person living on upper Langdon street had 
a ride in it Saturday and a jolly doctor of the town—was seen 
holding on for dear life as he was whirled around a corner. 

“Tt was at the last football game and was nearly as much 
an object of interest as the game itself. It has caused a num- 
ber of runaways already. Not many years will have gone by 
before nobody will look at an automobile with any more in- 
tcest than at a horse and buggy.’’
